REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of the claimed rotary press as 
amended and supported by the remarks filed on 1 1/24/2008 and by further amendments as 
disclosed herein with the Examiner's Amendment. 

In particular, the prior art of record fails to disclose among other features means for 
limiting deviation of one of first or second cylinders (Fig. 3; via folding cylinder 2) and the 
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cylinder segments (Fig. 3; via holding elements segments 1 1&12 and folding blades segment 
13&14) from a desired rotational position, the means for limiting deviation comprising rotation 
limiting spur gears (Fig. 5; via 17 and 23) fixed to a second cylinder and one of the cylinder 
segments, the limiting spur gears having teeth with tooth flanks meshing with rotational flank 
without the tooth flanks touching one another during operation, as a result there is no drive 
connection between the rotation limiting spur gears during operation of the cylinder and cylinder 
segments, see for example (Fig. 5); wherein the cylinders are folding cylinder (via 2) and folding 
jaw cylinder (via 3.1), the segments are holding elements segment (via 1 1 and 12) and folding 
blades segment (via 13 and 14).
